A constant "beef" of the basket 
manufacturers is the growers fail- 
ure to store sufficient containers 
early in the spring, this factor 
Along with other conditions has ap- 
parently helped cause one of the 
worst shortages in years. 

Two of Canadian Woot Products 
plants are running two shifts in an 
effort to keep even close to the de- 
mand for the very essentia! basket, 

Tt is clearly indicated this week 
that thousands of tons of plums 
will never be picked, as processing 
plants indicate an unwillingness to 
pay the grower the $57.50 per ton 
as set forth by the marketing 
board 


Some varieties of plums were 
bringing around twenty-five cents 
a six quart basket this week. At 
least three growers stated that 
they would rather let the fruit 
drop than try and meet thia price 


Few growers had very kind re-| 


marks for the processing plants’ 
failure to meet the established 
price per ton.
